THE SOUTHERN CONCILIATION CLAMOR, 

The Northern Doughfaces, 4s well as the 
Southern Bourbons, are continually dis- 
coursing te the people of the North upon the 
duty of being reconciled tothe South. The 
clamor for conciliation has been incessant 
ever since the close of the War. It has 
gained in resonance since the opening of the 
present political campaign, and now that 
Ohio and Indiana have gone Republican, and 
the hope of securing the contro! of power 
has vanished like a morning mist, the South- 
ern press is full of objurgation because the 
North will not be conciliated, but continues 
to treat the South as if it were an alien 
enemy. The latest appeal of the Democracy 
is something like a whine. They have 
quoted and sent out as a campaign document 
under the head of A Plea for Brotherhood ” 
a short speech made by Horace Greeley at 
Pittsburg in 1872, in which he appealed to 
his hearers to forget the past and take the 
South by the hand in a spirit of fraternal 
fondness and to be magnanimous to a fallen 
enemy. 

Unquestionably Mr. Greeley was sincere in 
his appeal, and many good Republicans in- 
dorsed it at that time. They honestly be- 
lieved that the memories of the War should 
no longer be cherished, that the South had 
met and favorably responded to ail the de- 
mands made upon ber, that she had suffered 
enough and conceded enough, and that the 
victors could afferd to be magnanimous and 
extend the hand of reconciliation to the pros- 
trate and humiliated South. How they feel 
about it new, however, is shown by the man- 
ner in which the Republicans have closed up 
their ranks and positively refused to go 
any further in the concillation,“ business. 
There bas been au immense change in Re 
publican sentiment, but there is good cause 
for it. 

The Worth did not heed Greeley's appeal 
in 1872, but it did in 1876. It went more than 
half-way over to the South with its olive- 
branch when it elected Hayes. It carried 
out the sentinients of Greeley’s appeal to the 
very letter. Under Hayes’ Administration 
the unreconstructed Confederates were given 
more than half the Federal offices in the 
South. Their most persistent demand was 
for home-rule. “Give us home-rule,” they 
clamored, and we will be loyal to the Gov- 
ernment; we will obey the Constitution and 
the laws; and we will guarantee all citizens 
in the enjoyment of their rights.“ They 
were given home-rule. The army was with- 
drawn from their section, and they were left 
as free to regulate their affairs as the people 
of Illinois. And they did regulate them, by 
driving out every Northern man and taking 
possession of all the offices and admin- 
istering their State Governments with- 
out any reference to the Federal Gov- 
ernment or any danger of interference 
from it. All protection was withdrawn 
from the freedmen, and they were left to 
make their own terms with the white Bour- 
bons. Southern men were placed in the Cabi- 
net, and given important places of trust at 
homeand abroad, They swarmed in Congress. 
They were taken into the White House as 
advisers. Their applications for places were 
granted without even demanding references 
ag to their loyalty, and they were accorded 
social and political recognition as fully ag if 


they had always been the stanch cham- 


pions of the Government instead of its bit- 
ter enemies. And this recognition at last grew 
tobe so general and unqualified that Union 
men, and especially the Union men who had 
served in the army, began to feel as if they 
were intruders, and had no rights under the 
Government for the safety and perpetuity of 
which they had fought. 

How have the Southern brethren who plead- 
ed so lustily for “ conciliation” received these 
overtures from the North? How have they 
recelved the friendly hand that was proffered 
them? They have driven out Northern men 
who were pursuing their legitimate business 
among them. They have killed Northern 
men who refused to abandon their property 
and their rights, and the murderers have not 
been punished tothis day. They havedriven 
out Northern women whose only offense was 
the desire to teach ignorant blacks. They 
have organized bands of assasins who have 
bulldozed, scourged, and killed men, both 
black and white, for venturing to express 
Republican sentiments. They have hunted 
down and persecuted the negroes, shot them 
on the highways, burned their homes, and so 
intimidated them that they no longer dare to 
vote. They have disfranchised thousands 
and tens of thousands of negre Repub- 
licans, stripped them of their rights as 
citizens, prevented them even from earn- 
ing a livelihood, burned their churches 
and school-honses, and at last hedged 
them about with infamously unjust and 
brutal legisiation that reduced them to a 
condition of servitude almost as intolerable 
as that from which the Warfreed them. They 
inaugurated methods of corrupting elections, 
such as the tissue-paper ballots and fraudu- 
lent counts, that outdid the worst frauds of 


out Its money like water for their help when 
the yellow-fever was terrible ravages 
among them. They have even filled their 
schools with text-books intended to poison 
the minds of the rising generation against 
the North and to keep alive sectional hatred. 
They have the Republican vote, 
and boast that at they have a Solid 
South. | 

These are the reasons why they are now 
confronted by a Solid North. These are the 
reasons why the North will not stoop any 
further, and they might as well understand 
it. The Northern people are tired of doing 
all the conciliation, only to be jeered at. 
When the South shows by its works that it 
is honest in its talk for conciliation it will 
«be time enough to considerit. Until then 
ithe North will keep the control of the coun- 
try In its own hands, and any further clamor 
for conciliation is a waste of time.

The thinking, rational men of the South 
must of course recognize in the recent 
elections the certain defeat of Haubock and 
the Democratic party, and the continuance 
of the Republican party in power.

Ir must be admitted that your very, very 
honest, candid man is very queer sometimes.

ROCK RIVER CONFERENCE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribuna 

Rockronn, III., Oct. 15.—The Rock River 
Conference opened for the third time at 9 
o’clock this morning, with Bishop Hurst in 
the chair. The following were elected EId- 
ers: Grover C. Clark, John W. Richards, 
Melville C. Wire; E. H. Beale, Samuel Tan- 
ver, and E. Holm. Visiting pastors were then 
introduced. 

In the course of the session the question of 
the Rev. J. C. Stoughton’s relation was 
brought up, and he was asked te make a 
statement. Upto eight years ago he had 
been doing able work, but was led astray 
during the Greeley movement, and stumped 
the district for that ticket. This caused 
graye offense with members of the Confer- 
ence. 

Mr. Stoughton addressed the Conference 
this morning, and said that he never made a 
political speech while pastor of a church, 
and thought he had been long enough under 
the embarrassment of a supernumerary rela- 
tionship, and hoped to have a chance to work. 
He then called the attention of the Confer- 
ence to the fact that four pastors who were 
in good standing had addressed a political 
club th this eity last evening, and they ap- 
peared to have tha sanction of the Confer- 
ence. This had such an effect upon the 
brethren that the Rev. Stoughton’ relation 
was made effective. 

The Rey. J. J. Tobias, of the Alliance, was 

ALLOWED TO RETIRE 
from the Methodist-ministry. The announce- 
ment of the withdrawal of W. F. Crafts to 
the Congregational Church brought forth 
many kind words from the members of the 
Conference, and all wished him success in 
his new field of labor. 

The Rev. M. M. Parkhurst, who has been 
traveling in Great Britain, and who held a 
superaunuated relation, was made effective. 
A similar action was taken in regard to the 
case of the Rev. John Ellis. 

The Rev. J. G. Cross was placed upon the 
supernumerary list by the earnest request of 
the church on West Indiana and Morgan 
streets, in Chicago, The Rev. A. Yonker, 
their former pastor, was returned to them. 

The Rev. C. G. Truesdell was appointed to 
the Superintendency of the Chicago Relief 
and Aid Society. 

The work of the Chicago Bible Society will 
still be carried forth by the Rey. J. G. 
Lathrop. 

On account of ill-health, the pastor of the 
Western avenue and Ada street church, the 
Rev. S. II. Adams, is obliged for the present 
to withdraw from actual service, which will 
be greatly regretted by the members of the 
Conference. .

THE WISCONSIN METHODISTS.

App.eron, Wis., Oct. 15.—While the IIII- 
nois Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church is in travail with the case of the Rev. 
Dr. Thomas, of Chicago, the trouble is noth- 
ing in comparison with that which at present 
agitates the minds and souls of the Wiscon- 
sin members of the Conference now in ses 
sion in this city. Notenly have they a case 
of infidelity on hand quite as bad as that for 
which Dr, Thomas is tobe tried, but there 
are three other cases to be investigated that 
involve the Christian character and conduct 
of some of their most prominent preachers, 
The infidel is the Rev. Mr. Hoskins, of Mil- 
waukee, who has been preaching te an 
independent church on the South 
Side for some time, and the charge 
is that he has given the distinctive Method- 
ist creed and discipline the go-by, and has 
run the machine too much on the broad 
gauge, after the manner of Swing and 
Thomas. He was formerly from Janesville, 
and is not only an excellent preacher, but a 
poet of no mean order, having printed a 
volume of his poetry in 1870, which hada 
wide local circulation.

THE EPISCOPALIANS. 

New Yor«, Oct. 13.—In the House of 
Deputies of the Protestant Episcopal Con- 
vention to-day, the Committee on Constitu- 
tional Amendments reported on a resolution 
previously offered that it was inexpedient to 
change the period of the meeting of this 
Convention from three to five years. ‘he re- 
port was adopted and the Committee dis- 
charged. 

The Committee on Prayer Books having 
considered the memorial on the revision of 
the Book of Homilies, referred to them, re- 
ported adversely o the petition, and were dis- 
charged. 

The Rev. Dr. Buel, of North Carolina, 
called up the resolution which originated at 
a previous convention in the House of Bish- 
ops, the subject matter of which has been be- 
fore the Episcopal Church for upwards of 
fifty years. The resolution calls for the in- 
sertion in the litany, after the suppli- 
cation to illuminate all Bishops, Priests, 
and Deacons . and the response there- 
to, the supplication, “That it may please 
Thee, O Lord of harvest, to send forth labor- 
ers into Thy harvest,” and the response, 
“We beseech Thee to hear us good Lord.“ 

Dr. Buel made a Jengthy speech in favor 
of the adoption of the resolution, and upon 
concluding his remarks the subject was re- 
ferred to Committee on Prayer-Books, 

The Committee on Canons reported ad- 
versely to the petition from Alabama that 
the canons be amended so as to establish an 
appellate court to which may be appealed 
eases of clergymen who have been tried by 
diocesan courts, A resolution declaring 
— — — to the canons inexpedient was 

opted. 

The Rev. Dr. Franklin, of New Jersey, 
offered a resolution, which was referred to 
the Committee on Canons, to the effect that 
Clause 2 of Canon 18, which reads as follows 
be amended so as to conform to the Word of 
God as appears in the first four verses of the 
twenty-fourth chapter of Deuteronomy:

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THE WABASH WAR. 

No such fierce contest as the one now 
waged on Western passenger rates between 
the Wabash and the Chicago lines leading to 
St. Louis and Kansas City has been known 
for many years. The rates have about 
reached bottom figures, limited tickets for 
St. Louis being sold as low as $2, and there is 
not the least prospect of an early cessation of 
hostilities. The $2rate was made by the 
Wabash. The Alton refused to sell limited 
tickets for less than $3, but even at this fig- 
ure it did better than the opposition line. It 
is probable, however, that this road will sell 
at the Wabash rate to-day if it finds that the 
latter is taking any business from it. The 
sale of unlimited tickets from this city to 
St. Louis and Kansas City is confined to 
the Wabash only. The Alton and Illinois 
Central, while agreeing to meet any rate 
made by the Wabash on limited tickets, also 
agreed not to sell unlimited tickets from this 
city to St. Louis except at the regular rate, 
$8.70, as such tickets only fell into the hands 
of speculators, and are thrown on the 
market again after the war comes to an end 
and rates have been restored. The Wabash 
sold unlimited tickets to St. Louis yesterday 
for $5, and to Kansas City for $8. The regu- 
lar rate to St. Louis is $8.70, and to Kansas 
City $14.80. The Wabash office was crowded 
all day yesterday with speculators buying 
unlimited tickets, and about $10,000 worth of 
them were disposed of. While the Alton is 
not selling unlimited tickets from this point, 
it is gett it in heavy on the Wabash by 
selling unlimited tickets from St. Louis to 
Kansas City at the same rate as the 
Wabash ch s from Chicago to St. Louis. 
Thus the Aiton not only hits back the 
Wabash with its own weapons but also gives 
the Missouri Pacific, another St. Louis road, 
a heavy blow and forces it Into the fight. 
The Aiton, it is claimed, has sold twice the 
amount of unlimited tickets between St.

THE NEW PACIFIC ROUTE. 

W. B. Strong, General Manager of the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé Railroad, re- 
turned from the East yesterday. As already 
stated in Tue Tummxx, the object of Mr. 
Strong’s visit East was to meet the officials 
of the Southern Pacific Railroad to make ar- 
rangements for the junction of the two lines, 
and fix rates and divisions on Amzona and 
Pacific business. Mr. Strong met Messrs. 
Huntington, Crocker, Towne, and Stubbs, of 
the Southern Pacific, both at New York and 
Beston. It was arranged that the Atchison, 
Topek & Santa Fé and the Southern Pace 
should connect at a point about thirty 
miles. west of the Rio Grande known as 
Florida Point. This point is about 100 miles 
east of the Arizona line, in New Mexico. 
The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé is now 
working southwest of San Marcial, and the 
Southern Pacific east of San Simon. A gap 
ot about 170 miles remains to be completed 
to effect the junction of the two roads. It is 
the expectation to complete this work in 
order to formally open the new Pacifie route 
Jan. 1, 1851, after which people will no 
ope be compelled to ship by Gould’s 
Union Pacific. All the Arizona business 
will no doubt be shipped by this line, and it 
will get more ts share of the 
Pacific Coast business. Rates and divis- 
ions have been arranged with the exception 
of some minor detailg which will be com- 
pleted between Messts, Stubbs and Goddard, 
the Genera! Freight ‘nts of the two roads, 
who remained in New York for this pur- 


pose, 

Mr. Strong says that there is no truth in 
the rumor that business of the new route 
is to be povled with that of the Union Pacific. 
Up to this time no arrangement looking to 
that end had been made or talked of, and he 
did not think that there was any great dan- 
ger of the consummation of such a scheme 
in the near future.

The general 
scope of the affidavits was to contradict the 
statements of the bill that the Lake Shore & 
Michigan Southern, and the other roads run- 
ning on it, were using those lines to their 
fullest extent, and to show that the point se- 
lected by the Western Indiana was the best 
for crossing that could be chosen. 

In the afternoon Judge Lawrence opened 

the arguments on behalf of the defendants, 
contending that the Western Indiana had 
the right, not only under the Railroad law, 
but also under the Eminent Domain act, 
to lay out and construct its track where 
it pleased, and if it could not agree 
as to the amount of compensation to be paid 
for property taken could force an issue in 
Court and have the property condemned. 
Not only was this to be inferred by neces- 
sary implication from thestatutes on the sub- 
ject, but it was expressly so stated in the 
Dunham case recently decided by the Su- 
preme Court. The only restriction to such 
power was its inability to cross the streets of 
a city or village without consent. Another 
point was that a court of chancery would 
not take jurisdiction to enjoin a proceeding 
to condemn, nor when the party ag- 
grieved, asin the present case had an ampie 
remedy at law. | 

Mr. C. D. Roys followed for the complain- 
ants, admitting that the County Court had 
jurisdiction, but contending that the Com- 
pany had no right to go on untilthe de- 

ated questions were finally decided by the 
court of last resort. He also claimed that 
there had been no mode provided according to 
law by which one railroad could cross the 
tracks of another against the latter's con- 
sent.

PuILaDELrpaiA, Oct. 12—In its last annual 
report the Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
stated the probable expenditures of the Com- 
pany during the year for construction, equip 
ment, and real estate at $4,500,000. „They 
will exceed that amount, and, with the sums 
expended dy the Pennsylvania Company 
through the lines controlled by it, wiil reach 
a total of more than $6,000,000 of money in a 
single year, all of which will be met without 
the increase of the funded debt of the com- 
panies. f 

The Filbert street extension from Thirty- 
second and Market streets to Fifteenth and 
Market, a distance of seventeen squares, 
right to the very heart of the city, under 
the shadow of the new public buildings in 
Penn Square, was estimated to cost $2,500,- 
000, but it is more than likely that the total 
amount will foot upa million more. ‘The 
track leaves the main line just before enter- 
ing the Twenty-second street station, which 
is now the regular passenger station in the 
city, and crosses the Schuylkill River 
on a three-track-overhead bridge, al- 
most 500 feet in length. From Twenty- 
third to Twenty-first street it runs over Fil- 
bert street elevated In a manner similar to 


that in which the Metropolitan Elevated in 
New York is built, but it will be capable of 
sustaining a weight ten or fifteen times as 
grees. is intended to be strong enough 
or the running of torty-five ton locomotives 
and heavy trains ata uniform speed of fifty 
miles an hour.

THE READING ROADS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribuna, 

PurLapetrpma, Oct. 15.—Thomas Wilde 
Powell, of London, the representative of the 
Lord Cairns committee of English bond- 
holders, and other creditors of the Reading 
Companies, is now here. He has come to this 
country at the express request of such large 
holders of Reading securities as the McCal- 
mont Brothers, Lord Cairns, Richard Potter, 
and others, who have always been éonsid- 
ered strong supporters of Mr. Gowen, and it 
is understood be bas full power to act for 
them. He expressed himselt very fully on 
the subject of the Read Companies“ 
troubles. It seems there is a pro- 
found feeling of dissatisfaction with Mr. 
Gewen in London, which began to be felt in 
1877. when he refused to join the coal combi- 
nation, after he had solemnly promised the 
London bondholders he would do so, and on 


that promise induced the holders of the gen- 
eral mortgage bonds to accept half their in- 
terest in cash for six years, and take scrip for 
the balance. Mr. Powell also says that Mr. 
Gowen will not receive the support of the 
English holders forthe Presidency at the 
election in January. 

When it is understood that Mr. Powell 
represents the McCalmont Brothers, who are 
holders of Reading stock tothe extent of 
168,000 shares, and other gentlemen who own 
immense blocks of stock and heavy amounts 
of bonds, the importance of his views can 
be estimated.

MEXICAN CONCESSION. 

Dexven, Colo., Oct. 15.—An official copy 
of the railway concession recently granted 
by the Mexican Government, authorized to 
be formed by Palmer and Sullivan, has been 
received, and the Mexican National Con- 
struction Company organized under the laws 
of Colorado to work the concession. The 
contract is for the construction in eight 
years of 1,300 miles of narrow gauge railroad 
with telegraph from the City of Mexico 
to the frontier of the United States and to the 
Pacific Ocean in consideration of a money 


subsidy averaging $10,000 per mile. The 
total subsidy, payable in railroad construc- 
tion certificates issued on the completion of 
the first ninety-two miles, and thereafter as 
each twelve miles are built, amounts to up- 
wards of fourteen, millions of absoulute 
bonus. Payment’ is assured by a 
provision applicable to all custom- 
houses, maritime and frontier, that 
no payments in coin or otherwise than in 
these railroad construction certificates, $4 
in every $100 of duties due, under penalty of 
a second payment. The obligation of the 
Government is limited to4 per cent of import 
duties inany year. Certificates can only be 
bought of the Company, which is compelled 
to keep agencies for their sale, in each port, 
and is prohibited from exacting more than 
par for them.

A YEAR OF WRECK. 

This is purely a narrative ot personal ex- 
perience. There is no pretense of a story; 
no attempt at novel-writing. There is no 
fiction in it, except, perhaps, in the names of 
people or places. It is a detalled account of 
a Northern man’s attempt to emigrate to the 
South soon after the War, and to plant cotton 
He digresses very 
often to interpose comments on the condition 
of society in the South, and to give his own 
ideas as to the necessary remedies. These 
digressions will be agreed to by some and disa- 
greed to by others. But there is no bitter- 
ness in the writer’s words; no partisanship. 
He is liberal and philosophic,—altogether too 
much so in the light of his personal experi- 
ence. There are points of similarity be- 
tween it and Judge Tourgee’s works, but it 
differs materially in its conclusions, This 
writer is far less desponding, far more confi- 
dent. It is a book to be read carefully 
by those who think “experiences” 
have been invented in order to be 
quoted on the stump for partisan 
purposes. An objection to itis its anonym- 
ity, for which, however, there may be goed 
and sufficient reasons. A Fool’s Errand” 
attained its popularity while its author was 
unknown, And, althongh “A Year of 
Wreck” is not so powerful a book, does not 
appeal so earnestly or directly to our sym- 
pathies, or seek to arouse so much ani- 
mosity or indignation as A Fool’s Errand” 
or “Bricks Without Straw,”--is not so dra- 
matic in effect or so thrilling,—it is a book 
worth reading, a sufficiently interesting to 
repay*perusal. 

In brief, the writer of the book and one or 
two associates figured out on paper an im- 
mense profit sure to come to them from the 
purchase of a Mississippi plantation and the 
raising of cotton. Abandoning their North- 
ern interests and homes, they invested many 
thousands of dollars in what appeared 
to be a m ficent plantation, needing 
only capital develop its neglected 
resources. They were cheated and fooled 
from the start, not only by owner or agent, 
but by every one of whom they made Inquir- 
ies, All necessary purchases were charged 
to them at about 300 per cent advance on the 
regular retail prices. Contracts were shame- 
lesly violated, and they were dared to ap- 
peal to the courts. Their hired labor was 
enticed away; smallpox and malaria played 
sad havoc with their hands. One of the 
partners died. Murders were perpetrated 
nightly under their windows by those whom 
the villagers styled “mischievous boys.” 
Their own lives were constantly threatened. 
The son of one of the owners, of the writer 
of the book, in fact, was beaten nearly to 
death by some of the Southern Chivalry, at a 
party to which he was invited, merely be-

CHURCH-BUILDINGS IN THE MID- 
DLE AGES. 

This is an elaborate treatise on the ecclesi- 
astical architecture of Venice, Sienna, and 
Florence in the most famous periods of 
chur ch-building, It describes the methods 
and processes then in use, with an account 
of the most celebrated architects and details 
of the most important churches, their histo- 
ry, their echaracieristic features, and the 
legends connected with them. It is not, how- 
ever, a dry technical book for the profession- 
al architect, but a dignifiea and scholarly 
historical treatise for the general reader. 
The histories of the great Duomos of the 
three cities, selected by Mr. Norton, are the 
histories of the cities themselves. The title 
is somewhat misleading forthe detabie and 
statistics of church-building have vegy little 
place in this work. itis handsomely gotten 
up by the publishers, and Mr, Nor- 
ton is a thoughtful and earnest writer. 
According to the testimony of Rudolphus 
Glaber, just after the thousandth year had 
passed men began throughout almost all the 
world, but especially in Italy and France, to 
rebuild the churches,and in more noble style 
than that before in use, “It was as if the 
earth, rousing itself and casting away Its old 
robes, clothing itself with the white garment 
of churches.“ Accordingly Mr. Norton be- 
gins his studies in the art of church building 
from the first year of the eleventh century. 
In Germany and in England the wealthy 
class and the “upper” clergy—Mr. Norton 


divides the clergy into three classes: upper, 
regular, and secuiar—jed in the work of 
rebuildtne. In Italy, “it was mainly the ex-

SCHWEGLER’S HISTORY OF PHI- 
LOSOPHY-—THE FOUR GOSPELS. 
The best general histories of philosophy 

have been written In the German language. 
Of these the most known are those of Ritter 
and Neberweg,—the former being a history 
of ancient philosophy, and the latter em- 
bracing both the ancient and modern sys- 
‘tems. Both these extended Works have been 
translated into English. Morell’s History of 
Modern Philosophy may be regarded as part- 
lysupplementary to Ritter’s greatwork. The 
best manuals of the history of philosophy 
have also been written in German, of which 
Tennemann’s and Schwegler's have been 
translated,—the latter by Dr. Julius H. See- 
lye, now President of Amherst College. 
Schwegler’s manual, when first published 
twenty-five or thirty years ago, was esteemed 
in Germany the best of its kind, It was 
transiated by Dr. Seelye in 1856. Since that 
time the ninth edition of the original work 
has appeared in Germany, This contains 
some important modifications of the old 
material and some new matter. These have 
been incorporated into a new edition of the 
translation which has been edited by Ben- 
jamin E. Smith, a former pupil of Dr. Seelye, 
who has also “added an appendix continu- 
ing the history in its more prominent lines of 
development since the time of Hegel.” Dr. 
Seelye, vouches for the thoroughness of Mr. 
Smith’s work. This new edition has just 
been published. The work now furnishes a 
connected history of philosophy from the pre- 
Socratic philosophy to that of Herbert Spen- 
cer, and the theory of Dr. Hickok, which aims 
to mediate between sensational and the 
Hegelian schemes. e regret that the re- 
viser has not taken notice of the philosophy 
of Bowen and McCosh, who, though not pᷣro- 
pounding any new system of philosophy, 
have suggested modifications of the Scotch 
and English philosophies, which, however, 
are not distinctly recognized in Mr. Smith’s 
appendix. This new edition of Dr. Seelye’s 
translation of Schwegler’s nistory of phi- 
losophy will be valuable to those students in 
this department who have not aceéss to the 
more extended works.
